Who or what is the cause of this burning 
question? Is it caused by any two or 
more beekeepers in the same locality fight- 
ing one another over each other's rights 
to the territory covered by their :espeetive 
bees! We have never heard of anything 
of this sort. In the North Island, we 
suppose the Waiknto and Thames Valley 
apiaries are as thickly: placed as anywhere 
in the Dominion, yet there is no friction 
between beekeepers there that we have 
heard of, But it is in this particular part 
where the Apiary Bounlaries question is 
most keen, and was brought about chiefly 
by men coming from hundreds of miles 
away and dumping their apiaries withont 
imal and in some cases any consideration 
tr Bs beekeepers already established in 
und stricts. Now, if these men. had 
pease property in this district and estab- 
ed their apiary thereon, we cannot be- 
PESE you would be able to get any Jegis- 
Pun paed to stop them. Bat they E 

i they stocked the place they rented or 


bought, and set out apiaries all over the 
Met, Now, how can this be stopped in 
istimectual way without interfering nt all 
With tho rights of owners of land? Well, 
it is easier to criticise than construct; but 
Mo believe we bavo found a solution of the 
difficulty which gives everybody a right to 
keep bees if he wants toj also that which 
MAT give him absolute security from out- 
siders dumping apiaries to his detriment. 
The clauses suggested are framed ou the 
absolute conviction that you cannot get 
legislation to dictate to any owner of 
lend, bo he Jeaseholder or freeholter, what 
Manch of farming he shall not develop 
thereon, Under the suggested clauses an 
apiarist desirous of dumping ouc-aplaries 
wDmld have to buy or lease the sites and 
Teside thereon in the full sensu of the 
term—clearly an impossible thing. The 
license feo is small, and is imposed for the 
sole reason that all licensees may have 
absolute protection, nnd the right of uppeal 
if their rights are likely to be usurped, 

Clause 1,—The owner of ten hives or more 
can become a licensed commercial 
apiarist within the meauing of the 
‘Net if he so desires on payment of 
2/6 per annum. 

Clause 2.—No person shall be nllowed to 
start or establish an apiary on any 
land otber than his own residential 
property, either leasehold or frechold, 
without tho consent of the Apiaries 
Division of the Department of Agri- 
culture, 

We will go into Clause 1 and sec exactly 

what it means. Every owner of ten hives 

tan be licensed as a commercial apiarist. 
and can thus claim the protection afforded 
by Clause 2. This clause is quite a volun- 
tary one on the part of the owner, be he 
farmer, apiarist, side-liner, or hobbyist; 
consequently there is no offending com. 
pulsory condition as to what n man shall 
or shall not do. If am owner of tem hives 
thinks he will develop his apiary to tho full 
carrying capacity of the district, and wants 
ic be protected from outsiders jumping his 
claim, he will simply apply for tbe license. 

Jf, on the other hand, he does not want 

to increase, he does not trouble to obtain 

a license, which in itself is evidence that 

he is not particular whether an apiary is 

established within his range or not; and if 

a permit were asked to establish a com. 

mercial apiary in that district, it would 

be granted, and that without any just 
cause for complaint on the part of the 
owner of the ten hives. 


i 


This gives any 
owner the chance of developing his apiary 
às much as he likes; but if he has not time 
or inclination to do this, then he must 
not prevent another man who is willing 
to develop to the full carrying capacity 
of the district. The onus of being protected 
is entirely on the owner of the ten hives. 
The Department is not dictating ‘‘you 
shall,” ‘you must,’’ but ‘‘you can if you 
like, and even the dullest person con 
seo that it is to his advantage to become 
a licensed commercial apiarist if he intends 


to increase his apiary. So much for Clause 1. 
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Clanse 2—As it reads it is perfectly 
clear, and the machinery to carry this ont 

to be worked in the following manner. (It 
will be granted that an npiarist who im 
fends to start out-apiaries dons not n 
mp his mind one week and establish the 
apiaries the noxt. It requires some months 
Preparation, and he would have his sites 
in view probably fall of one season 
for the next s) CTh 
apiarist shall apply sion from 
the Department not less than three months 
before it is intended to put the aives down. 
The National Assoriation, working in eon- 
junetion with the Department, will have 
5 space allotted in the-Journal for publi- 
cation of these applications, so that those 
who feel they would be 
intended establishment ean lodge an 
jection by a given date. Tf no objection 
is made, the permission would he granted, 
All objections to be considered by a re- 
presentative of the Department and one 
appointed by the National within one 
month after the date of the publication of 
the request, and the ease decided on 
its merits. The failure to estabiish any 
apinry by a given date after permission 
has been granted enneels the permission 
ipso facto. 

The need for protretive legislation for 
the established beekeep r has been brought 
nbout solely by ‘dumping.’ We submit 
these two elauses would absolutely prevent 
it, and that without any rest'irrious an 
tnybody. Every established beckeeper a 
those just starting in the indastry would 
be sure of absolute protection, and ean 
develop as much ns they like with full 
sense of seenrity. The failure to pay the 
annual license in itself indicates that the 
distriet hitherto held is available for eom 
mercial expansion. and the fact that it 
is an annual fee prevents 5 good district 
heing held by those who de noi went to 
zo dn for commercial heel ng. Those 
who do not pay their annual license foe 
conse to got the benefit of the protective 
clause,

Many of our commercial apiarists have 
heen advortising tho fact that they intend 
establishing out-apiavies in their rospretive 
districts, but this gives no gnarantee that 
athors will not follow shonld the locality 
prove n good one. Neither does the fact 
of advertising give any be the 
right of appeal against the intended es 
fablishment; he has no one to npp 
except tho intending offender; the T 
ment has no authority to stop tha mo 
tho National is also powerless; and thus 
we nre in the unonviable position af bein 
unable to stop n glaring wrong. With 
these elauses embod in the Apiaries Aet

year or two ago. where n lady. beekeeper, 
after making every inquiry «as ro what 
beekeepers were in a district, and, finding 
none, bought a section of land, had a 
house built, and no sooner were her hive: 
placed on the ground than she learned that 


on outside apiarist had leased a section 
from a farmer prior to her going to the 
district for the e lishment uf an out- 
‘piary almost adjoining ber section, Under 
the suggested clauses both parties would 
Lave known of each other's intention three 
months previously. 

Wo have given a great deal of thought 
to this question of regulating apiary bomn- 

ries, awl the clauses submitted are put 
rward only after looking at the question 
from all points, and as far as we cnn se 
they offer a solution. However, although 
we cannot see any loopholes for evading 
ibe law in them, we give them tc our 
readers for their careful study anà criti- 
Gsm, and if they ean see any weakness 
in them, we shall be glad if they will point 
jt out. Will you please understand that 
the Committee and the Execntive will be 
meeting early in Feoruary; therefore all 
suggestions for a solution and criticis 
ef our suggestion must reach tar 
between this and the 20th Jnnunry 
that those appointed to find a workable 
solution can have the benefit of every sug 
gestion put forward.

inch. It ls most necessary when examin. 

ing a suspicious cell not to use your hive- 
tool, because if it proved to be foul-orcod 
nd you were not careful in sterilizing 
the hive-tool afterwards, yon would be 
risking spreading tho disease to other 
hives. Should you inadvertently nse your 
hive-tool, the best way to sterilize it is 
to open your smoker, push it well down 
to the embers, and give a few puffs to 
get the firo round the tool then take it 
out and dig it into the ground a few 
times, and it will be safe to use. The be- 
ginner is particularly advised not to tinker 
with the disease, even if the hive shows 
only one or two cells but treat it immedi- 
ately. I learnt beekeeping with one of 
the most successful beekeepers in the 
country, and his advice to me was, *' Treat 
foul-brood as your biggest enemy,’’ and 
it is sound teaching. 

There are a number of so-called short- 
cuts in eradicating foul-brood, but, like 
trying to take a short-cut to a place you're 
not certain of, it frequently means tho 
longest way in the end. Therefore, the 
beginner is advised to treat all diseased 
hives by the McEvoy system, which is (he 
best by test. 


At sundown, when the bees hate 
finished flying, take a clean hive bottom 
board and cover to the stand. The bive 
to be filled with frames having only 
starters, these having, instead of a full 
sheet of foundation, just about 44 inch 
fitted in.

hive. Place your nucleus hive in a shady 
spot for about 48 hours, and remove the 
wire gauze from the entranee hole abont 
sundown, The strength of the parent hi 
will determine the number of nuclei that 
can he mare from it.

Apiary Boundaries. 


By JAS. ALLAN, in ‘Otago Wituess,'" 


Tho Committee appointed by the National 
Association of Beekeepers has, after eon- 
sullation with the Department of Agri- 
culture, evolved six snggestions -for con- 
sideration by the Executive of the Na- 
tional. "These are as follows:—(1) Any 
apiary of more than ten colonies shall be 
considered a commercial npiary. (2) Every 
commercial apiary and out-apiary shall be 
annually licensed by the Department. (3) 
Before any new apiary or outapiary ean 
bo licensed, the apiarist must make appli 
cation to the Executive of the National 


Boekeepers’ Association, 
examine the site, and if ii opinion 
room for another apiary they shaji 
send the Department to issuo tho 
(4) In the event of any bona fide 
farmer desiring to become a commercial 
nisl, he will make application to the 
s Association, who will 
recommend the license, Notico shall (hen 
be given to such apiarists as are not bona 
ners to remove Within a specified 
e apiaries owned by them whieh 
vould interfero with the profitable working 
of the farmer's apiary; provided that no 
such notico shall bo served on an apiarist, 
who holds the frechold or registered lense- 
hold of the said apiary site. (5) No com- 
mercial beekeeper to be allowed to work 
ou shares such an apiary as is deseribed 
in Clauso 4. (6) In the event of uny appli- 
vation for a new apiary site not being re- 
commended hy the National Association, 
ike applicant may appen! to the Depart 
ment, and the decision of the Department 
1 be final.

| Mr. Kirk, who have discussed 
ympathetically with them, and 
yet we think it quite probable that the 
amount of consideration they have given 
to it will only serve the purpose to open 
the deor to the real difficulties that they 
aro up inst, and show them the hope- 
lessuess of it all. We hope when the erities 
get to work on their proposals that the 
Commirtee will realise that beekeepers in 
goneral sympathise with work faithfully 
done, although tho elfort may produce 
results that lay them open to eritieism. 


Suggestion 1 is an nttempt to define a 
commercial apinry by calling all apiaries 
of 10 colonies or more commercial apiaries, 
"Ine trie definition would, or courso, be 
all apiaries the products from which are 
marketed in the open market, Probably 
tho plan adopted is the better one, and it 
then becomes a matter of the number of 
colonies, Suggestion 2 deals with licensing. 
Under existing law anyone cun keep bees 
who likes, but he must register, Registra- 
tion is merely the enrolling of those who 
choose to keep bees, Under license, tho 
nso is the title to keep bees at all, and 
essarily it would limit him to the placo 
which he could keey his bees. Tf there 
is restriction, then thero must bo license, 
und we make no fault with this; it simply 
cannot be done otherwise, or, at all events,

that is the simplest way of doing it, But 
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suggestion 3 says that new applications 
must bu made to the National Executive, 
who shall examine the site. It is quite 
evident that flying machines did not come 
any too soon. Tho simplicity of this ar- 
rangement made by men who travelled 
from Auckland and Christehurch to Wel- 
Jington is to me a marvel. Suppose just 
100 of these applications were to come to 


eur Mr, Baines for one season. Poor 
Tmines! He would absolutely refuso to go 
for his mail! What would our wives and 


kiddies and our bees say to all this? I 
um afrail that Committee will have to 
try agsin—it is too altogether simple! I 
wonder what Mr. Adams thinks about it. 
L enjoy just meditating on the possibilities 
for adventure for the Exeeutrve of the 
National if this were carried out. Then, 
in caso of appeal, it is to go to the Depart- 
ment, zn« its decision is to be final. If 
the united wisdom of beedom says ‘‘No’’ 
to a license, then an officer of the Depart- 
ment eam recommend Mr, Kirk to upset 
their decision and give the man his license. 
Tam afraid that the Department of Horti 
voltura would require n considerable addi- 
tion to ite list on the Estimates that go 
before Parliament, because if many licenses 
wero refused they would surely bave a 
goodly number of appeals. Somebody will 
say, “ Your eritieism is levelled only at the 
machinery clauses: what about the prin- 
ciple that lies below these?’’ My answer 
is that I don't know, because I have not 
been able to find it. Just who are entitled 
to have licenses and what arc the qualifi- 
cations is not stated. There is just a sug- 
gestion of two principles beieg in the mind 
of tho Committee—one is the ability of the 
locality to support the bees, and the other 
tho prior right of the ‘‘boua fide’! farmer 
to first consideration. I am not going to 
go deeper in this critical mood, Tt takes 
n ‘stout heart for a stey brav,'? and, as 
T havo said, I admire the pluck of the 
Committes, and hope their effort will be 
treated in perfect good humour. Let me 
say that to my thinking wherever a. n 
has estiblished his home on leasehold or 
frechold, big or little, he must have the 
right to keop an apiary, and to keep it 
just the size that suits himself. But 1 
Would treat out-apiaries quito differently, 
and wenM hedge them merecilously with 
restretions. Now, friend Hopkins let that 
vein of humour that hns kept you a boy 
for S0 years have full play on those six 
suggestions. We shall watch the result 
with a good eal of interest, 


COMMENTS ON PROPOSED LEGISLA. 
TION. 


By L UOPKINS in *' N; 


. Fruitgrower."" 


l do not think tho above title is now 
quite appropriate to the question we have 
been diseussing all along, seeing that the 
rosult. of the Committee's recent delibera- 
tions wilh the unthorities in Wellington 
shows practically a complete volte face 


from tho origival proposition of defined 
boundenes. It vill, however, do in the 
meantime, for who ean say what further 
changes may take place? 

Tt will be well, perhaps, to discuss each 
clause in the schedule separately. 


1. Any apiary of more than ten colo- 
mies shall be considered a commercial 
apiary. 

This is a very useful clause, as it defines 

what constitutes a commercial apiary. 


2. Every commercial apiary and out- 
apiary shall be annvally licensed by the 
Department. 


Licensing apiaries is quite different to the 
present form of registration; by the latter 
regulation any person may keep bees, but 
to be licensed means one must obtain 
formal permissiou from the avthorities to 
keep more than ten colonies anywhere, This 
certainly seems an extraordinary and un- 

lled formality, and I am rot aware of 
y such ordinance ever having been sug- 
gested before. But more extraordinary 
still is the suggested authority to be given 
to the National Beekeepers’ Association as 
contained in clauses 3 and 4. 


3. Before any apiary or outapiary can 
bo licensed, the apiarist must make appli- 
cation to the Executive of the National 
Beekeepers’ Association, which shall 
examine the site, and if in their opinion 
thero is room for another apiary they 
shall recommend the Department to issue 
tho license. 


In this clause it will be seen that it is 
proposed to delegate powers that legiti- 
mately belong to the apiary section of the 
Dopartment of Agriculture tu the National 
Association—a semi-private institution. 
The more one looks into the matter tho 
more irregular and extraordinary the sug- 
gestion appears, and T cannot imagine how 
such a elnuse could have been adopted 
Why pass over the official apiary inspe 
tors? Surely they should bo more com- 
petent to give a correct opiuion of the 
capabilities of their several districts which 
they are constantly travelling over than 
a serateh selection from the National As- 
sociation. Them, again, who is to pay 
the Natienal Association inspeetors their 
travelling expenses and fees? I cannot be- 
lieve that the law officers would pass such 
a proposition, and in any caso it is open 
to doubt whether the National Association 
could legally assume such an authority. 


4. Tn the event of a bona fde farmer 
desiring to become » commereial apiarist, 
be will make application to the National 
Beekvepers’ Association, who will recom- 
mend the license, Notice shall be given 
to sach apiarists as are not hona fide 
farmers to remove within a specified time

Time was limited, 
and T had my wife and kiddy with me, but 
Ii et it in, Right here let mo 
say that if anyone of you who read this 
ever happen along this way, just let the 
Root Company know, and they will meet 
you with a ear at Cleveland. Medina is 
miles from Cleveland, and tho best way 
thereto, barring automobile, is per electric 
car. A line operates over a hundred miles 
into the country, reaching many villages 
that are not touched by the big railways. 
The country looked like very good bee 
country, but the weather just then was 
ething fieree—eold, wet, dowsing rain, 
worse than New nd winter, — The 
trolley ear set me down right alongside 
the Root plant. T made myself known, and 
Mr. Tollafield, the export manager, tooit 
me under his charge. Mr. Tollafeld, by 
the way, set sail from England about six 
years ago bound for New Zealand via, 
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America, He pulled up at Medina, and 
there he’s got ‘*rooted."’ Ho tells mo he's 
ine only Britisher on the plant. Well, 1 
started right down with the lumber in the 
yard, and went right through the whole 
outfit. And it oeeurs to me that I bad 
better say here that I hold uo brief for 
Root's, Tu fact, along with other supply 
manufacturers, they make a good many 
articles that they endeavour to persuade 
the budding beekeeper as necessary that | 
der extravagant, useless expense, and 
sometimes an absolute hindrance. Now, 
having said that, I want to come right ovt 
nd tell you that, having seen and heard 
what I lave, I believe the Root concern 
are doing more work as a single organi 
tion, in finding ont how to “h 
bees better," than any other bo 
or have heard of, ‘Three hundred 
men and women all bent on the j 
supplying the beeke i 
handling Eis produ 
straggling sort of a place. I supp. 
never thought of it growing to the 
sions it has. A building tacked o 
then another at the end of that, w 
is a sort of square, with bits juiting out 
of it. Then across the road is a fine block 
of offices, A thought hit me right on the 
spot where the grey stuff is, and I won- 
dered, “Guess it will be a long time befor: 
the H.P.A. have a home like this!" 1 
reckon there must have been near thirty 
men and girls there, just handling the 
office work. A fine dining hall right bandy 
built and maintained by the firm enables 
the employees to get good meals at prae 
tically cost. I know they gave me 
dinkum good lunch? 


Well, Mr. Editor, T guess I will have to 
cut ont some of my notes on the factory. 
But I will try to be brief. 


When the A. L Root Co. want a machin 
io do a certain operation—and new ma 
chines are constantly being devised—they 
go to the head of the machine shop and 
say, ' Wo want so-and-so,’’ Then the fitters 
and turners and mechanics get togother, 
and they build that machine right there, 
every part of it, except, of course, the 
heavy iron base. T saw machines punch 
ing out queen cages, thousands of them 
frames in hundreds of thousands; sections 
in millions; machines working on the 
various parts for smokers, extractors, ex- 
cluders—well, I got dizzy before we were 
through. In one room were several girls 
making nothing but veils. As for hives— 
well I dunno where all the bees are com. 
ing from to put in "em. And types, too; 
alongside of a big order for O. Poppleton 
of this country, who puts his money on 
the ‘‘Long Idea'' hives, there stood a 
lot of little dinky eight-frame bives, Gee! 
the eóntrast mado me laugh! 

The honey bottling room deserves av 
article to itself. At the time I was present 
they were busy on tiny individual glass 
pots that are so popular in the high-class 
trade here. They hold ubout 3 ozs, and 
they do look tempting and attractive. 
But in the dining cars on the traing they 


charge one 25 cents (1/-) for these self- 
same pots. How's that for price? 


From the wax room, where (ons of 
stand piled up maturing, while other tons 
are being melted and refined, I moved oi 
to the room where the ‘Weed’? machines 
were at work. Some process, believe me, 
that wax goes through before your becs 
start work on it, And just here I heard 
a whisper that Root’s are going to bring 
out a new stunt for making foundation 
thut’s going to make the '* Weed’? process 
look ''dippy.'" 


1 need not tell you that Root goods are 
kuown the world over. Their proud boast 
is that they are no longer national, but 
nternational, As a point In fast, aud also 
tem of great interest, E learned that 
they have at this moment an exhibit of 
s nud appliances in charge of a quali 
| Russian beekeeper moving neross that 
tv country, This exhibit is part 
neral agricultural travelling outfit 
nd maintained by the American 
which is lecturing an demon 
ating to the Russian peasant on modern 
thods of farming. Business and benevo 
ey—what? At this moment I believe 
A. L. Boyden, the general manager, is 
Irimself in the devastated regions of Franec, 
lut whether on business or benevoleney, 
vr both, I do not know. 


"The end of a very pleasant and excep 
tionally interesting visit came with a short 
bat with no less a persou than A. I. Root 
himself. E ean tell you I felt immeuselv 
1 when Mr, H, H. Root said in his 
burring, typically American drawl, 
“Would you like to see futher??? “I 
sure would," says T. So we run along tho 
sidewalk under ibe dripping plane trees (1 
guess tho tree-lined streets of Medina are 
restful on a hot day) to A, J. Root's house. 
But in spite of the wet cold day, and only 
back from Florida sunshine a couplo 
of days previously, he was mot at 
home. We locato "him finally poking 
about in the garage. He look 
me out in the rain to show me tho 
bec-houso be built when ho first kept bees: 
With a rain-coat buttoned up lo the chin 
aud eap with ear-flaps well down, the old 
man seemed to defy the weather. With 
pardonable pride he told me he was near 
eighty years old. Of medium height and 
spare frame, he has a thin faco with high 
forehead. With blue eyes that Ax on ono 
tently when speaking, he yet has a very 
quiet even voice, Like all Americans, ho 
nfused New Zealand with Australia, His 
talk was mostly of Florida and his wind- 
driven electric plant, which evidently in 
terests him greatly. 


So T came away, very glad that T hud 
been able to seo Medina and the Root 
or isation, whieh the little town al 
most wholly owes its prosperity. Two 
hours later I boarded the Overland Express 
at Cleveland bound for New York.

Allan has an article on Apiary Boun'iaries, 
in which ho makes some startling state- 
meuts, which would warrant one using his 
own ferm of ‘ridiculous’! to them.

Sir—Referring to Mr. Bryaa's method 
of making foundation, Mr. Holditeb used 
moulds roughly 3ft. long, and bad good 
success, I am making some new moulds, 
with the height of side 214 inehes high x 
3&ineh thick; white pine seems better 
for the rims than anything else, The ends 
of tho rims should’ go right across the 
board, with the sides let into the ends. 
They aro hard to make watertight, so re- 
quire to be well put together. Tho levelled 
end of the slab, of course, starts through 
plain rollers, The temperatures we found 
best for plain rolling were up to 115 deg., 
and for embossing from 94deg. to 98 deg. 
But this is just where the trouble in foun- 
dation-making lies in getting the wax too 
Wot, or cooking it. It then sticks to the 
other sheets or the rollers; work heat up. 
not down; that is, start on the cold side, 
I have two thermometers, which vary 
Gdeg.; so be on the cold side; if too cold 
sheets will break. We are very thankful 
to Mr, Bryans, as it does away with the 
tiresome job of dipping; also it is a lot 
quicker and easier, When winding up 
sheets, wind as much as possible on roller, 
Lt, when cutting, you make a sort of ladder 
rack, then the number of sheets eut at one 
time may be as dosired, The rolls are put 
on tho movable rungs.—I am, &e.,
